SECTION  “B” 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  taken  from  producers 
and  manufacturers,  and  all  chemical  examinations  of  food,  milk 
and  water  are  carried  out  by  the  Worcestershire  County  Council 
Laboratory.  Bacteriological  examinations  of  consumer  samples  of 
milk,  water  and  ice-cream  are  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  of  the  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary,  in  addition  to  the 
routine  clinical  pathology. 

Ambulance  Service 

This  is  provided  by  the  Worcestershire  County  Council  as 
Local  Health  Authority,  and  is  based  on  Kidderminster. 

Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting 

There  are  two  District  Nurses  available  in  the  Borough,  one 
each  for  Bewdley  and  Wribbenhall.  There  is  also  one  whole-time 
Health  Visitor. 

Clinics 

An  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  also  held  fortnightly,  with  a doctor 
in  attendance  monthly,  when  Diphtheria  immunisation  and 
vaccination  are  carried  out. 

Hospitals 

The  following  hospitals  administered  by  the  Midland  Regional 
Hospital  Board  are  available  : 

1.  The  Kidderminster  General  Hospital  for  general  medical 
and  surgical  cases. 

2.  The  Blakebrook  Hospital. 

3.  The  Hayley  Green  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

4.  The  Lucy  Baldwin  Maternity  Hospital  at  Stourport. 

5.  The  Croft  Maternity  Home. 

Tuberculosis 

(1)  Treatment. — A dispensary  is  held  twice  weekly  at  the  Ki^^- 
derminster  General  Hospital,  and  there  are  Sanatoria  at 
Knightwick  and  St.  Wulstans,  Malvern. 

(2)  Prevention  and  After-Care. — Preventive  measures  of  this 
disease  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  and  is 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer., 

An  After-care  Sub-Committee  administers  this  service  in 
this  district  in  conjunction  with  the  other  districts  in  the 
Kidderminster  Divisional  Area. 

Venereal  Disease 

A treatment  centre  is  operated  at  the  Kidderminster  General 
Hospital  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 


Domestic  Help  Service 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
Home  Help  Service  has  been  established  in  the  district  and  is 
administered  locally  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service.

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  section 
during  the  year. 

SECTION  ‘‘C” 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supply 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

2.  Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  analysis  are  taken 
monthly  and  for  complete  chemical  analysis  twice  yearly. 

3.  The  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent. 

4.  No  action  was  necessary  for  any  form  of  contamination  ol 
the  piped  water  supply. 

5a.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains 
direct  to  houses  is  1,477.  Population  served  approximately 
, 4,834. 

. 5b.  47  houses  are  supplied  from  standpipes;  population  served 

approxirrately  153.  18  houses  obtain  water  from  private 

supplies;  population  served  approximately  59. 

Extension  of  Supply 

A 3"  water  main  was  laid  a distance  of  317  yards  from 
“ Queens  Way,”  to  serve  the  main  part  of  Contract  No.  3 on  the 
Springhill  Estate,  Wribbenhall. 

After  Ministry  Sanction  had  been  received,  work  commenced 
on  July  1st  on  the  sinking  of  a new  19"  borehole,  300ft.  deep,  and 
capable  of  producing  60,000  gallons  per  hour.  This  would  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of  Bewdley  and  Stourport  U.D.C.  in 
an  emergency. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  has  a sewer  available.  Sewage 
flows  partly  by  gravitation  and  partly  by  pumping  from  three 
cornjjressed  air  ejectors  to  the  Sewage  Pumping  Station,  where, 
after  screening,  it  is  pumped  to  the  Kidderminster  Joint  Outfall 
Works  for  treatment.  No  .serious  niusance  has  occurred  during  the 
year  conc(‘rning  tlu*  drainage  system  in  general,  and  the  plant 
ajqjears  to  be  operating  satisfactorily. 

N(*gotiations  are  in  jjrogress  concerning  main  sewerage  facilities 
tf)  several  {properties  in  the  Bark  Hill  area  and  it  is  hoped  that  at 
least  six  (A  tliese  dwellings  will  ultimately  be  connected  to  a 6" 
drain  krK)wn  to  exist  {part  way  u{p  the  Racks  Ste{ps.  This  would 
abfplisli  a fiirtlier  2 dumbwc'lls,  3 {pail  closets  and  1 septic  tank 
in  a very  desiiable  {part  of  tlie  Borough. 

8 existing  {pro{perties  and  34  ru'w  dwellings  were  connected 
to  the  main  sewer  during  the  y('ar. 


SECTION  ‘‘D  ” 

Housing 

Thirty  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Corporation  during 
the  year.  Four  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise. 

With  regard  to  the  development  of  Springhill  Estate,  site  work 
was  commenced  during  the  year  on  Contract  No.  3 ( 106  dwellings) 
and  it  is  hoped  that  several  of  these  houses  will  be  ready  for 
occupation  early  in  1955. 

Formal  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  (amended)  resulted 
in  the  confirmation  of  a Demolition  Order  in  one  case,  and  a 
Closing  Order  (pending  demolition  — Section  10,  Local  Govern- 
ment (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Act,  1953)  in  another  case. 

A preliminary  survey  of  all  sub-standard  dwellings  in  the 
district  was  commenced  in  September. 

Camping  Sites 

All  the  camping  sites  are  inspected  regularly  by  the  Health 
Department  staff,  and  no  serious  nuisance  was  discovered  during 
the  year. 

There  are  now  three  sites  authorised  under  both  the  Town 
and  Country  Planning  Act  1947  and  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 
These  are  at : — 

(1)  The  Brant  Farm,  Stourport  Road. 

(2)  Butt  Town  Meadow,  Northwood  Lane. 

(3)  Council  Hill  Camp,  Cleobury  Road, 
and  allow  for  a combined  total  of  215  caravans. 

Planning  permission  for  these  sites  required  the  compliance 
with  a number  of  conditions  relating  to  layout,  removal  of  structures 
other  than  roadworthy  caravans,  provision  of  suitable  sanitary 
accommodation,  and  other  matters,  and  further  progress  has  been 
made  in  this  respect. 

Enforcement  action  has  been  continued  whenever  possible  to 
secure  the  removal  of  unsuitable  structures. 


SECTION  ‘‘E” 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

Meat  Inspection 

Three  slaughterhouses  (previously  registered)  were  licensed 
in  July,  after  repairs  and  improvements  had  been  carried  out. 
Meat  Inspection  services  (subsequent  to  the  decontrol  of  mea^) 
and  general  supervision  of  Food  Premises  was  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  year.  See  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Report.

ConcBusion 

The  services  provided  in  the  Borough  remain  satisfactory. 

Mainly  resulting  from  recent  Government  publicity  on  the 
subject,  many  enquiries  are  now  being  received  concerning  the 
possibility  of  grant  aid  in  improving  and  converting  older  properties. 
It  is  felt  that  such  grants  may  be  of  special  value  in  a district  of 
this  nature,  where  so  many  of  the  buildings  are  listed  as  of 
Architectural  and  Historic  interest.  As  recommended  in  the  Govern- 
ment publication  “ New  Houses  for  Old,”  every  encouragement  is 
being  given  to  the  owners  of  these  old  buildings  to  take  advantage 
of  the  scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that,  apart  from  many  desirable 
internal  improvements,  etc.,  many  dwellings  may  in  this  way  be 
provided  with  mains  sewerage  facilities.  Regarding  food  preparing 
and  storage  facilities,  it  is  hoped  that  more  precise  information  will 
ultimately  be  available  in  connection  with  the  required  “ standard.”

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT 


For  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1954 


HOUSING 

As  reported  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  a preliminary 
survey  of  all  sub-standard  property  was  commenced  during  the 
year,  the  main  purpose  being  to  provide  the  information  necessary 
fer  the  Council  to  submit  proposals  required  under  Section  1 ( 1 ) 
of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954. 

Approximately  220  such  dwellings  had  been  inspected  by  31st 
December,  1954.  Several  informal  notices  were  served  as  a result 
of  these  inspections,  and  re-inspections  were  made  when  possible. 

Further  details  of  housing  inspections  are  contained  in  the 
Summary  of  Work  of  the  department. 


Squatters  Camps 

I regret  to  report  that  regular  maintenance  work  is  still 
necessary  to  keep  the  Dog  Lane  Gamp  in  a habitable  condition,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  several  families  were  re-housed  during  the 
year.  It  is  hoped  that  the  present  rate  of  re-housing  will  be 
continued  and  the  whole  site  vacated  and  cleared  during  th'" 
coming  year. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  SALVAGE 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  in  the  town  and  fortnightly 
in  the  more  outlying  areas.  The  present  method  of  di.sposal  is  by 
controlled  tifq)ing,  the  site  used  being  approximately  1:|:  miles  from 
the  town  centre.  A dual  purpose  is  served  here,  in  that  valuable 
agricultural  land  is  Ixung  reclaimed  by  the  infilling  of  a deep  ravine.

Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year  in 
compliance  with  Ministry  requirements  and  this  enabled  th^  local 
authority  to  qualify  for  financial  assistance  with  this  service. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

A total  number  of  94  visits  were  paid  to  food  premises  during 
the  year.  This  included  numerous  visits  to  slaughterhouses  during 
the  process  of  renovation  prior  to  the  decontrol  of  meat  in  July. 

It  was  particularly  unfortunate  that  the  decontrol  of  meat 
should  coincide  with  increased  activities  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
as  time  is  not  available  for  the  full  ante-mortem  and  post-mortem 
inspections  recommended  by  the  Ministry.

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 

No  action  was  necessary  regarding  cessation  of  supplies  from 
infected  premises  (Reg.  20).  In  this  connection,  the  Borough 
became  a Specified  Area  as  from  1st  October,  1954,  in  accordance 
with  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified  Areas)  (No.  2 
Order)  1954. 


Tinned  Cream 

Prior  to  receipt,  in  February,  of  an  official  memorandum  con- 
cerning distribution  of  “ Galtee  ” Brand  Tinned  Cream,,  all  possible 
stockists  of  such  cream  within  the  borough  had  been  visited.  None 
of  this  brand  was  discovered,  but  one  tin  (purchased  elsewhere) 
was  handed  in  to  the  health  department.  This  was  sent  to  the 
Royal  Infirmary,  Worcester,  for  examination.  The  analysis  report 
showed  “ no  pathogens  isolated.  ” 


Ice-Cream 

No  applications  have  been  received  during  the  year  for  regis- 
tration of  premises  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice-cream,  and  only  one 
dealer  remains  on  the  register  as  such.  Twenty-four  retailers  are 
registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice-cream,  many  of  whom  deal  only  in 
pre-packed  products.
